A representative of each of the 
women’s clubs and other charitable 
organizations 
has been 
invited 
to 
meet at the home 
of Mrs. 
A. 
G. 
Reeves Monday afternoon, June 12, 
for the purpose of forming the or­ 
ganization. 
Some preliminary steps 
have been taken at meetings already 
held and 
it is thought 
that 
plans 
will be in shape 
so that 
something 
definite in the way of organization 
can be accomplished at the forth­ 
coming meeting. 
it is stated that the recent nation­ 
al conference of charities and cor­ 
rection in Indianapolis has much to 
do with the effort being made local­ 
ly at 
organization. 
Approximately 
sixtv-five 
persons, 
representing 
practically all of the churches, wo­ 
men’s 
organizations 
in connection 
with lodges, women’s clubs and soc­ 
ieties and 
sororities 
attended 
the 
conference and were highly enthused 
with what they saw and heard. They 
learned that the best way to accom­ 
plish charitable work and get value 
received 
for every cent 
expended 
was to organize all charitable agen­ 
cies into one body. 
The real purpose of the organiza­ 
tion at this time is the retention of 
the visiting nurse. 
Rushville was 
one of the first cities in this part of 
Indiana and no doubt the only city 
of its .size in the state to take up 
the visiting nurse plan of caring for 
the sick 
poor. 
The visiting nurse 
was made 
possible 
by the 
Rush 
County Society for the Study 
and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
headed 
by Dr. W. S. Coleman. 


The visiting nurse has been sup­ 
ported in the past by public dona­ 
tions and Rush county’s share from 
the sale of 
Red 
Cross 
Christmas 
seals. 
The time has arrived, how­ 
ever, W'hen these funds are not suffi­ 
cient and when other means must be 
devised to raise additional funds. 
It was stated today that the visit­ 
ing nurse fund will not last longer 
than September 1 though strenuous 
efforts have been made by charitable 
organizations to boost it by giving 
bazaars, home talent plays and 
by 
other enterprising methods. 
It is also understood that the pre­ 
sent visiting nurse will have to 
be 
paid a larger salary in order to keep 
her because she has offers elsewhere 
at a much larger salary.

40 SHIPS IN TH E ENGAGEMENT 


( By United Press.) 
London, June3.—The British de­ 
stroyer Shark has been sunk and 
a number of her crew lost in a big 
battle in the North Sea. 
Survivors 
landed at Hull by a Dutch ship de­ 
clared forty worships were engaged 
in the fight and that the Shark was 
used as a decoy for the British fleet. 


The cable reporting the loss of the 
Shark as passed by the British cen­ 
sor is not clear as to whether the 
destroyer was lost in the fight 
of 
May 31 or whether another engage­ 
ment has occurred. 
The Shark is 
of the same class as the destroyers 
Sparrow Hawk, Ardtmt and others 
announced by the admiralty yester­ 
day as having been destroyed.

(Deacon) Stamm, w’ho happened to 
be in the auto with Nesbit on the 
wild ride. 
Nesbit was brought here 
by Sheriff Cavitt and later released 
when no charge was placed against 
him. 
It has developed that there was 
a charge against Nesbit, but that the 
sheriff was never informed. 
On the 
evening that he wras released from 
jail Marshal Brooks wras in the city, 
but did not tell the sheriff anything 
about having a w7arrant for the a r­ 
rest of Nesbit. 
In this way Nesbit 
succeeded in getting away and thus 
far has managed to stay away. The 
trial of the case was set for this a f­ 
ternoon at one o’clock, but as the 
defendant had not been produced in 
court it wras impossible to go ahead 
with the case.

3.—Developments 
today clearly showed that the entire 
British and German high seas fleet 
wrere engaged on Wednesday in the 
greatest naval battle in the history 
of the world. 
Sir John Jellicoe, in supreme com­ 
mand of the British naval forces di­ 
rected the English tight, with Vice- 
Admiral Seheer, Germany’s supreme 
power on the sen, heading the kais­ 
er’s armada. 
Against more than fifteen British 
ships which were sent to the bottom, 
German losses were hardly half as 
large, but Britains found satisfac­ 
tion today when it w’as found that 
Jellicoe and his dreadnaughts had 
faced the enemy, that not a ship of 
the first powerful line w*as lost and 
that the German dreadnaughts were 
forced to return to their base. 
It is now’ estimated that more than 
5.000 officers and men went down 
with their 
ships. 
Rear 
Admirals 


II004I and Arhuthnot w’ere lost. 
Rear Admiral Beatty, hero of the 
fight which resulted in the sinking of 
the Bluecher, was the first British 
commander in action, and was all 
but trapped by the Germans. 
His 
cruiser squadron endeavored to cut 
off w’hat appeared to be only a Ger­ 
man cruiser fleet from its base. 
But lurking 
behind the cruisers 
and low’ hanging mists was the Ger­ 
man battle fleet of dreadnaughts and 
superdreadnaughts. 


Beatty could only retreat, but not 
before the heavy German guns wrere 
.able to do deadly execution. 
His 
cruisers and destroyers wrere shat­ 
tered by 
the heavy 
tire and with 
Beatty signaling for help, £>ir John 
Jellicoe, England's guardian of the 
sea, headed his fleet of superdread­ 
naughts to the rescue. 
Then 
came* the 
battle of ages. 
With 
dreadnaughts against 
dread- 
naughts, battleships against battle­ 
ships and cruisers against cruisers, 
the guns of the mighty sea forces 
belched forth their fire. Not a Brit­ 
ish dreadnaught w’as lost. 
The Ger­ 
mans claim of sinking of the w ar­ 
ship Warspite is 
officially denied. 
But two German dreadnaughts suc­ 
cumbed to the British fire and the re­ 
treat w’as ordered. 


SEN ATE LEARNS LESSON

James Blake 


Few. men' were -more intimately 


connected .with, the early, history 
and material growth of Indianapolis 
than James Blake. Born in: York 
County, Penn.< March 3, 1791, Blake 
settled in Indianapolis 
soon . after 


the city received'its name. Blake 
built the first steam mill in the city 
and with two associates became Ind- 
ianapolis pioneer manufacturer. 


Blake won the title of colonel in 


the war of 1812. He was named as 
one of the commissioners appointed 
to'examine plans for a new eapitol. 
It was James Blake who first sug- 
gested the idea of a state supported 
Hospital for the insane. He was a 
member of the first board of direct- 
ors of the first railroad built in Ind- 
iana, and was captain of the first 
military company organized in' Ind- 
ianapolis. He was active-in support 
of the war. He died in 1870.

''After the school day is finished 


and during the long vacation per- 
iod, millions of American children 
are idle. Without proper occupation, 
these future citizens of the'United 
States are thrown on their own-re- 
sources for amusement until school 
begins again. 


' "It seems manifestly the duty of 
the public schools 
to furnish em- 


ployment for these millions of idle 
young people. .The schools are es- 
tablished and maintained for the 
purpose.of educating children into 
manhood and womanhood and for 


preparing them for citizenship. 
- 


"The Bureau of Education, after 


much' careful thought and research; 
work, has,evolved a system of Lome, 
gardening done under the direction 
of the schools that seems to offer 
many opportunities for this' sort of: 
instruction and for filling satisfac-. 
torily the child's idle hours.

or mill. 


"Everyone grieves to see children 


ground in the mills, or sweated in 
the factories 
and 'shops. It is a 


crime to sap their strength and ruin 
their health by forcing them to toil 
in the heat and turmoil of indoor in- 
dustries. Yet there isn't a doubt in 
the mind of the serious social and 
economic worker that all children 
should learn to work, v Work is good 
for them and they enjoy it.
